Garriſon, which he could truſt, and with the Mayor

for the Proteſtant Religion. , 

Advice alſo came the ſame day from Newcaſt/e, That the Gentry 
there had pulld down the 7rinkets in the Maſs- Houſe, and would 
have ſecurd the Prieſts, had not they run away. And its ſaid, Fack-

On the ſecond Inſtant, came into this City Her Royal Highneſs 
the Princeſs of Denmark, with a great Guard of Gentlemen of the 
Counties of Eſſex, Buckingham-ſhire, | Hartford-fpire, Northampton- 
ſhire, and Somerſet-ſbire.

Here are thir- - 
teen or fourteen of the Nobility in this City, of which the Earl of 
Devon is Principal: The Gentry and Commonalty come in in great 
Numbers, and fo doth the Militia both Horſe and Foot. The Papiſts 
are all Difarmed. And there is likewiſe brought here two Load of

Huntingdon. We have at leaſt 2500 Horſe, well Mounted and Armed, 
in this City, beſides Foot,
